PIG HIRE OF LOUIS NAPOLEON. 

One of the most interesting personages in 
Earo|>e at the present moment is the future 
Emperor of the French. He has often been 
described by those who have known him 
more or less intimately, but the portraits have 
not seemed altogether to reprndure the lin¬ 
eaments and character of their snhjert. The 
strongest marked, and in some respects the 
jtistest, is that of Victor Hugo, in his late 
merciless hook upon the tirsurjier ami his 
crimes. He thus describes the hero of Stras- 
Iwttrg, Boulogne and December 2: 

“ Louis Bonaparte is a man of middle 
height, cold, pole, slow in his movements, 
having the air of a person not quite awake, 
lie lots published, as we mentioned before, 
a tolerable treatise on artillery, ami is thought 
to be acquainted with the maneuvering of 
cannon. 

“ He is a good horseman. Ho speaks
